Arab offidab told the Jordan 
. Tunes that draft resolntioas, 
whid will be submitted by Ibe 
Arab ftxeign ministeis to the 
summit, In&cate that Aiab re- 
lationship with the Soviet Un- 
ion and Eastern Europe will 
from now on “be dictated by 
nmtnal interests. ** 

In otiier words, the Anb 
sommit sriU adapt to the ebang- 
attitude of most Eastern 
European countries, some of 
whidi had restored di|domatic 
retatioDS with Israel, but with- 
out taking a hostile stand to- 
wards th^ governments. In 
pan sammits, resolutions used 
to take for panted automatic 
Soviet and Eastern European 
support for Arab causes. **Bot 


now the Arab dedskm-makers 
realise that they have a lot ^ 
hard work to do to secure the 
support, and even the neutral- 
ity of some of their former 
allies,” said a political observer 
who is very close to meetings. 

The main focus of the sum- 
mit, however, is expected to be 
on means to counter the U.S. 
support for Israel and Washing- 
ton's “unwillingness” to rect^ 
irise the Palestinian praple's 
Mfirtnat rights. In the view of 
many Arab officials, particular- 
ly t^ Palestinian delegation, 
any strategy to confront Israel 
but folhng duxt of countering 
the U.S. will be “lacking and 
useless.” 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation's (PLO) efforts to 
make the Arab foreign minis^ 
ters equate Israeli with 

American threats were con- 


fronted with strong <^>posirion 
from E^pt and Saud Arabia. 
The PLO, backed mainly by 
Iraq, subidtted a di^ r^olu- 
tion referring to “the loaeli 
and American threats to the 
Arab Nation.” The draft re- 
solution was challenged by the 
foreign ministBcs of Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia. 

According to Arab officials, 
the foreign ministeis drafted a 
modified version of the reserfu- 
tion, dianging the phrases to 
“brattli threats badted by the 
U.S." 

The compromise draft, 
however, was rejected by Egypt 
and Saudi Arrina. They wg- 
gested that the resolution 
should not make any reference 
to the U.S. by name. 

Egypt suggmted a substitute 
phrase which referred to 
“Israeli threats supported by 


various countries.” 

In the Egyptian view, accord- 
ing to Arab dtplomais, an expli- 
cit negative reference to the 
U.S. “will obstruct the peace 
prooea.” 

Political analysts said the dif- 
ferences over die Arab World’s 
attitude towards Washington 
reflects a substantial difference 
in the approach towards ^ 
peace process itself. 

For while Egypt appears to 
believe t^t Wa^ing^ bolds 
the key to the pe^ process, 
other Arab countries, particu- 
larly the PLO and Iraq, are 
puriung for ending “Wading- 
ton's monthly on the peace 
process.” This trend seems to 
enjoy the support of most Arab 
governments, at least in basic 
assumption, and was streng- 
thened by the failure so far ^ 
the dialogue between the U.S. 


and the PLO to achieve sub- 
stantia] results. 

Pblitical sources told the Jor- 
dan Times that the foreign 
minisiexs referred both versions 
of the draft resolution m the 
summit. 

The PLO was able, according 
to the same sources, to secure 
draft resolutions giving a bigger 
role to the United Nations in an 
attempt “to lessen the Amer- 
ican influence and to secure 
international protection for the 
Palestinian peoi^e” in the occu- 
lted territories. 

The sources said that in three 
sections — decKcated rmpec- 
tively to the mtifoda, the status 
of Jerusalem and Soviet Jewish 
immigration — chat draft re- 
solutions called for the dispatch 
of United Nations troops and 
an observer missioii to provide 
protection for the Palestinians 


and to prevent Israeli plans to 
settle the occupied territories, 
and to put an end to the Jewish 
sectlemem policies. 

In the context of the same 
draft plan to counter Jewish 
immigration and to “broaden 
the partidpanon of other coun- 
tries in peace process,” ibe 
draft resolutions called for in- 
tense contacts with the coun- 
tries of origin of Jewish immig- 
rants ‘To explain the negative 
repercussions on the peace pro- 
cess and Palestinian national 
rights.” 

An Egyptian effort for the en- 
dorsement by the Arab foreign 
ministers of a resolution incor- 
porating “some elements” of the 
plan put forward by U.S. Secret- 
ary of State James Baker failed. 
Arab diplomats said that Cairo 
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fung pays tribute 
to i^urily forces

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Has^ 
has called cm the superpowers to 
take greater responsibility in ex- 
pediting foe Middne East peace 
process and urged foe United 
States and Eun^ to make tbeir 
support of the resettlement cm 
Israel's freezing aD settlement 
activity in foe occ^ied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“The United States and the 
Soriet Unioo nmst assume grea- 
ter responribility in expediting 
foe peace ;uocess.** foe Crown 
Prince wrote in the opinion page 
of Saturday’s New Y(xk Times. 
“Peace proposals must accommo- 
date foe pcAitical requirements of 
the Falesrnrians and foe resettle- 


ment of Soviet Jews," die artide 
said. 

’The Crown Prince also said 
moderate Arabs and Israelis must 
talk CO one another because the 
real danger to peace is growing 
religious fundamentalism. 

The Crown Prince said unless 
Arabs and Israelis fashioned 
“their own special ^asnost,” 
growii^ violence and terrorism 
would lead to a war which neidier 
side worid win. 

"The killing of innocent 
Palestinians by an Israeli in the 
occupied territories and the sub- 
sequent popular uproar and 
agitation underscore the need for 
foe Arabs and Israelis to urgeody 
fashicui their own ;^peda] glamost 


— an accommodation that would 
seriously tackle foe festering 
issues d»t have haunted the Mict 
die East for generations.''. 

The Crown Prince said the real 
enemy was growing religious fun- 
damentalism, with Jetrisb ex- 
tremists on one side and on 
another “an Islamic cohort that is 
influential in the politics of Mus- 
lim societies from South-East 
Asia westward through Afghanis- 
tan to Lebanon and North Afri- 
ca.'' 

“Islantic extremists are in- 
crearingly active in the intifada in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip,” 
be wrote. 

He said the Arabs and Israelis 
“must be induced to talk to one

' “It will not do any Icmger for the 
U.N. Security Council to merely 
consider and perhaps approve r^ 
solutions condemning Israel’s 
hostile actions against Palesti- 
nians. It is encouraging that the 
Security Council is meeting in 
Geneva in rei^nse to a calf by 
the PLO following the massacre 
of Palestinians in Gaza, the coun- 
cil however must convene an 
international peace conference to 
activate a new dialogue on peace 
in foe Middle East, the Crown 
Prince wrote.

AMMAN — Ahmad Obeidai. 
ehaiiman of the General Com- 
mission drafting foe Kingdom's 
national charter said Saturday the 
constitution would remain foe 
basis for the charter. 

During a sesrion of the com- 
mission, Obeidat also laid down 
five other points that summed up 
his position on the deliberations 
of foe conunisrion. 

He said that Jordan's democra- 
tic march most be safeguarded 
and foe country’s interori front 
must be fortified. 

He added that polmeal plural- 
ism, as mentioned by Ks Majesty 
King Hussein in his letter for the 
commission, was the only guaran- 
tee for natfooal uni^. He said; 
“Political {rfuralism is the point of 
conveiskm between the regime 
and foe factions of foe pMjtie 
within the coniiiies of legitunacy 
and the eonstitution.” 


The former prime minister cal- 
led for intenafied dialogue within 
foe commission and foe country 
at large based on the constitution 
and the “reflect of foe other 
opinion.” 

Obeidat said that buhhng foe 
modem Jordanian state re<]Dires 
foe modernisation of certain con- 
cepts, means and policies in a 
manner that would fulfil foe 
aqarations of the Jordanian peo- 
1^. “The process of reform that 
we aspire for requires foe enact- 
ment of a genuine process of 
development that would reflect 
on foe polides, decisions and 
attitudes that would lead to the 
institutionalisation of the national 
deiROcratic process,” be said. 

He added tiiat the concept of 
democracy, among others, needs 
to be defied and rei^rced 
through politics, culture, de- 
velopment ad education. “Politic- 
al education in its national, ethie. 
ai and practical dimensions is 


increasingly becoming important 
day after day.” 

Tlie commission, Obeidat said, 
has DOW moved into foe next 
stage of its task. 

In a statement to foe press, 
Obeidat srid tiie commission has 
agreed on the general 
frameworks of the cha^r. They 
include a preamble, the philoso- 
phy of the charter, Jordan’s poH- 
tical histcHy, present and future 
(mtlooks. They also indnde poli- 
tical activity, political parties, 
pluralisai, basic li^ts and public 
freedoms. The general 
framework also covers the eco- 
nomy. social life, eultiuu mid 
education. Obmdat said. 

^ The Jordanian-Palestiman rela- 
tions^ is in a separate chapter, 
he said. 

The fonrth dimension of the 
riiaxter, Obeidat said, was the 
Islamic and inteniational 
dimension of Jordan's rela- 
tionship. 


Aoun and G^agea agree to 
permanent truce — env4y 



BEIRUT (Agendes) — Rival 
Christian forces, heeding an 
appeal by Pope John Paul, have 
agreed to a permanent ceasefire 
in tbeir war which has tdQed more 
titan 1,000 people since January, 
the pa^ nuncio to Lebanon said 

Satiuday. 

MonsigDor Pablo Puente told a 
news conference renegade 
(jeneral Michel Aoun and inilitia 
leader Smnir Geagea had agreed 
to consolidate tbeir cunent truce 
into a permanent ceasefire and 
bait all troop movements. 

They had also accept^ his 
pft^tokls TO release an prisoners 
of war, to end hostile propaganda 
campaigns and consider reopen- 
ing schools. 

The Pope uiged foe coontry’s 
battling Omstians to lay down, 
tiurir anus and seek dtolo^ in a 
videcitBped address jtia^ at a 
meeting of Christian rel^tous fi- 
gores Friday. 

The ponti^ said: “The battles, 
ongmogformoatfastnibeChite- 
ian Qodave, are The cause of great 
pain to me.” 

Puente Mwl the Pope's 
had paved tiie way for gfhtiking

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Democracy reaching nomads, tribesmen of Algerian plams

AL BAYADH, Algeria — 
The ripples of democratic 
change have reached Algeria’s 
grassy heartland, where noma- 
dic shepherds and turbaned 
tribesmen are getting tbeir first 
taste of multi-party politics. 

As in Algiers, where Presi- 
dent Qiadli Benjedid launched 
a multi-party democracy last 
year, Islamic fundamentalists, 
Sodal Democrats and indepen- 
dents are vying in local and 
provincial elections to unseat 
the National Liberation Front 
(FLN) after 27 years of one- 
party rule. 

“TTie stone was thrown in 
the water in Alters, and the 
ripples are reaching ns,” said 
Bachir Bekkara of the town 
council. “There is a big debate 
going on.” 

But in this provincial cental 
400 kilometres from the 
Mediterranean Sea, where 
Thursday’s sheep market is still 
the economic beardseat, tribe 
and femily ties often run deep- 
er than politics. 

The FLN exerts a strong pull 
on a highly conservative 
population that reveres it for 
leading fieedom flutters to in- 


dependence from France in 
1962. 

“Bat tribal issues are very 
much alive and they are bound 
to erupt around ele^on time,” 
said a local FLN official. 

Oras^ plains, dotted srith 
grazing horses, sheep and 
goats, surround A1 Bayadb at 
die edge of the Algerian stqipe 
1,000 metres above sea level. 

On the horizon, the rugged 
Saharan Atlas Mbwtains mark 
die nordieiii boundary of die 
Sahara Desert and even grea- 
ter sandy emptiness beyood.

The French founded A1 
Bayadfa in 1852 as a fort to 
combat resistance to their 
advandng armies. It remains a 
garrison town, with mumcqnl 
gardens, neoclassical squares 
and tree-lined boulevards re- 
calling colonial days.

Lawyer says Israeli inmate tried 
to kill Hamadi in Frankfurt jail 


FRANKFURT ( AP) — An attor- 
ney for conricted TWA hijai^er 
Nfohammed Ali Hamadi said Fri- 
day that another inmate recently 
tried to kill his client in prison. 

Lawyer Hans-Borkhardt Steck 
also said bis office has filed 
charges against the inmate, whom 
he identified as “an Israeli named 
M^faia.” 

“He tried to stab Hamad: in 
the neck with a knife. It was just 
luck that Hamadi reacted qui^y 
^and suffered only a cut on his 
arm,” die Frankfurt-based lawyer 
said. 

Hamadi, a Lebanese Shi’ite 
Muslim, is serving a life sentence 
for the murder of a U.S. saflor 
during the 1985 TWA hijacking. 

The lawyer said Mashia’s first 
name was Youssef, that he bad 
recently been jailed on a convic- 
tion for illegal drug deals and bad 
been kq^t in the same prison area 
as Hamadi. 

“He (Mashia) is an Israeli 
citizen, bad bothered Hama- 
di before, but prison officials 
didn’t do anything to put him in a 
separate area,” Steck said. 

Hamadi is believed to be a 
member of HizboUafa, or Party of 


God, in Beirut, a ratfical group 
Western officials say is responsi- 
ble for numeroos Iddnapinngs in 
Lebanon: Hie group is repNirtedly 
holding U.S. hosta^ and Israeli 
prisoners. 

Asked if he believed the attack 
on Hamadi may have been 
directed from outside the prison, 
Steck said: “I don’t want to make 
such an assumption.” 

Steck said tte incident occur- 
red on May 5 as die inmates at 
Frankfort’s Preungesheim prison 
were left out of dieir cells for a 
“free period” witbin the jail con- 
fines. 

Althouj^ Hamadi did not re- 
quires stitches, a 15-centiinetre 
long cut on hk arm had to be 
bandaged, Stedc said. 

“We have filed attempted mur- 
der charges against die attadeer,” * 
Steck sakL 

Steck told die Assodried Press 
that Frankfoit justice officials de- 
scribed the inddent as a normal 
aitercatum that sometimes occurs 
among prison inmates. 

A qx>kesman for Frankfurt 
prosecutor's office, Joeben 
Schroers, said he could not pro- 


vide any immeffiate mfonnatkm 
on the attack or whether charges 
had been filed in the case. 

Hamadi was tried in Frankfurt 
and oonfitesed to hijadcing TWA 
847 from Athens to Rome 
on June 14, 1985 and divertii^ it 
to BeiruL He was also convicted 
(Mf murder in the shooting death 
of U.S. Navy diver Robert 
Stetbem, vdio was killed by die 
fojackers. 

Stethem, 23, of Waldorf, 
Maiykad, was die only casualty 
during the hijacking, in which 39 
Americans wme held bcKtage for 
17 days. 

Hamath’s eddm* brodier Abbas 
Hamadi, vdio was convicted in 
1988 of IddnapiHiig two West 
Gennao businessmen in Beirut in 
an attempt to force his brodier*s 
release, is serving a 13-year pris- 
on sentence in a Duessiddorf 
prison.

Baghdad makes comeback as major 
summit venue after war years 


BAGHDAD (R) — Baghdad, 
billing itself as “the dty of victory 
and peace”, is basking in its 
return to diplomatic centre stage 
after eight years of the Gulf war. 

Arab kiiigs and presidents be- 
gin an emergency meeting Mon- 
day in the Ii^i cafntal, shunned 
as a venue for major summits 
since 1980 because of the Iran- 
Iraq conflict. 

lliey will meet in a lavish 
conference centre built at great 
e?qiense for a Non-Aligned sum- 
mit which should have taken 
place there in 1982. 

The meeting moved to India 
because Iran and Syria, Tehran’s 
Arab ally, objected to Ae venue. 
Many cither countries felt that 
Baghdad, 120 kilometres from 
the Iranian border, was not safe 
for so many heads of state in 
wartinie. 

Doriag the war the city. 
Stretches for 70 kilometres along 
both banks of the Tigris, suffered 


frequent Iranian rocket attacks. 

Fightii^ ended with a U.N.- 
sponsored ceasefire in August 
1988. Iraq bailed it as a victory, 
although peace talks remain 
deadlodced. 

But Baghdad, once capital of 
an Arab empire stretching from 
Algeria to the steppes of Central 
A^, has settled back to more 
peac^l ways. 

It played host in February 1989 
to the founding summit of die 
Arab Cooperation Connefl, an 
alliance set up by Iraq, Egypt, 
Jordan and North Yemen. 

More than four decades of oil 
revenue have transformed Bagh- 
dad from a compact town of 1^ 
than a million, just emerging 
from the shadow of the Ottoman 
Empire, into a sprawling metro- 
polte of 4.5 million, crimoossed 
by six-laiie e x p r e s sw a ys. 

Its five five-star bcMls, com- 
I^eted for the 1982 summit, can 
more than accommodate next 


week’s guests and their retinues. 

Baghdad has also become more 
cosmopolitan — immigrant 
manual workers from Egypt and 
Sudan rob shoulders with Palesti- 
nian professioiials and European 
bnsinessiiien. 

Two decades of socialism have 
studded the city with massive 
examples of Socialist realist art — 
a Martyr’s Memorial, a Shrine to 
die Unknown Soldier and a 
Monument of Liberation. 

The latest addition is a victory 
arch formed by crossed swords. 
The fists which bold the hilts are 
modelled on those of President 
Saddam Hussein, 40 times life- 
size. Even die fingerprints are 
carefully copied. 

Binboard portraits of Hussmn 
are standard at most large jun& 
tions. They show him in a vaiiety- 
(rf costume, from mititaxy fatigues 
and Inigiiess suits to beaiskitt and 
panama hats. More posters have 
gone up to mark the summit.

Government spokesman Aids 
Fantis, seeking to rebut Arab 
all^ations diat Cyprus is a stag- 
ing post for Soviet Jews, said that 
in the first four mon^ of this 
year 1,77Q Soviet citizens flew 
from Moscow to Cyprus to catch 
fli^its to Israel. ^ 

He said in a statement that in' 
die same period, 2,113 Soviet 
Jews flew from Israel to Moscow 
via Cyprus. 

The government has repeated- 
ly denied that Cyprus, has 
frequently been the target of 
attadcs, was being used to funnel 
Soviet Jews to ferael. 

.“These figures prove that Cyp- 
rus is used mainfy as a stopover 
for the growing tourist tra^ to 
Israel as a result of die relaxation 
of Soviet r^nlatioos governiiig' 
trips abroad,” Fantis mid.

THREE days of unrest in Jor- 
dan almost overshadowed the 
Israeli massacre of seven 
Palestinian laboorers and left 
political, security and econo- 
mic scars that need some time 
to evaluate. Today I shall try to 
look into, and where possible 
quantify, the damages that re- 
sulted from the unrest in four 
major economic sectors. 

For 20 years, since 1970 Jor- 
dan was an island of stability 
and internal security in tbe 
troubled Middle East. At all 
times, foreigners residing in 
Jordan or those arriving for 
tourism or business feh safe 
and at ease, not only because 
of security and stability, but 
also be<»ase of the Mendly 
and hospitable attitude Jorda- 
nians. 

Tbe assault on the Frenefa 
tourists in Amman apd the 
violence that accompanied 
some of the popular marches 
and demonstrations which fol- 
lowed the Israeli killing of the 


Arab labourers <fid not only 
echo in the world at large, but 
it shocked tbe average Jorda- 
nian, who condemns violence 
and disorder instigated by an 
irresponsible minority espe- 
cially when it diverted werid 
intention away from Israeli 
atrodties committed in the 
occupied territories, and 
threaten^ the national secur- 
ity of the country. 

Peaceful and dvUised ex- 
pression of opinion and nation- 
al sentiments, ioduding mar- 
ches and demonstrations, 
could have been a positive 
indicator of democracy, which 
allowed the people to exp r ess 
anger on behalf of the whole 
Arab Nation against the 
Palestinian holocaust at tbe 
hands of the new fascists M 
Israel, and in support of tbe 
intifada.

NATO: A bit more 
comfortable this year?

WASHINGTON — Perhaps 
U.S. Defence Secretary 
Qieney best typified NATO'S 
relief this week as the Western 
alliance b^an to reduce its 
expensive military guard 
against Moscow for tbe first 
time io 40 years. 

"A year ago. I had to go sell 
three per cent," be said, 
recalling Washington’s 
repeated, unpopular calls for 
member states to raise military 
spending by three per cent a 
year. 

**l’m much more 
comfortable this year," 
Cheney added «nth a grin on 
May 22 while en route to 
Brussels, knowing that on May 
23 defence ministers would 
scrap that grating budget 
demand in response to tbe fall 
of the Warsaw Pact. 

By May 24 night, the 
ministers' defence planning 
committee had also flashed 
expensive and unpopular war 
g^es and announced that the 
North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation would begin 
slightly reducing its battle 
readiness on July 1. 

**He isn't the only one who is 
more comfortable these days," 
a serum- NATO official said on 
hearing the Cheney remark. 
“And to think it was Gorbachev 
who came over the hill and put 
us out for rour financial 
misery.” 

NATO defence ministers 
ended a two-day meeting in 
Brussels on May 24, witii a 
pledge to look again at 
strate^es formed in tte 1960s, 
when the Warsaw Pact was 
seen as a major threat to tbe 
West and its values. The 
review is to be finished by the 
end of tbe year. A conference 
of NATO Leaders in Lemdon 
in July is expected to agree on 
more guidelines. 

'Mth the Soviet military 
spurned in Eastern Europe and 
getting fewer roubles at home, 
private defence analysts 
praised the NATO move to 
relax its military posture for 
tbe first time since it was 
formed in 1949. 

"The cold war is history. We 
don’t want to rip up the 
security blanket yet, but it’s 
time to store guns and ooum 
dividends,” siud former U.S. 


Assistant Defence Secretary 
Lawrence Korb of tbe 
Brookings institution, a 
Washington think tank. 

Analyst Jim Blackwell of tbe 
centre for Strategic and 
International Studies think 
tank said NATO’S move 
towards multi-national units 
was a good idea. 

” They don't cost any less, 
Init they tignal togetfaerness 
vnth a lot of ttifferent flags in 
allied countries,” he said. 

Though some relaxation will 
take place, alliance officials say 
many key elements of strategy 
will be retained because of the 
threat of instability in the 
Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe.

24. 

Qieney and Assistant 
Defence Secretary Stephen 
Hadley cautioned that the 
easing in mifa'tary readiness 
would come in three phases 
and that its outcome would rest 
in lar^ measure on Vienna 
negotiations on balancing 
conventional forces in Europe 
(CFE). 

In ' July. Hadley said, a 
helicopter unit, for example, 
mi^t be allowed to increase 
from four to 48 hours the time 
it must be ready to fight. That 
is a far cry from changing tbe 
current requhement that the 
United States be prepared to 
move 10 divisions to Europe 
mthin the 10 days of the 
breakout of a war, said 
Cheney. 

But Cheney, an 
acknowledged sceptic of Soviet 
iatentions.also relented witii 
perhaps the most optimistic 
public statement to come out 
of the Pentagon since the 
Berlin wail began to crumble 
last year. 

He said NATO forces would 
now have more warning time 
for any Soviet attack on 
Western Europe. 

“ It’s a judgment call. But 1 
would be prepared to argue 
that we have now moved, as a 
result of the developments last 
year, from a sitaation in which 
we were taildiig about a matter 
of days to a atuation in which 
'we are talking about a matter 
of at least a few nxmtbs,” he 
said.

Security forces showed self- 
restraint and firmness, and left 
no doubt that tbe security of 
the country can be protected. 
Although the unrest was main- 
ly poUtfeal, yet the worst don- 
sequeoces will be economicai. 

At least four sectors are 
going to be affected because of 
tbe incidents. These are totir- 
ism, expatriate remittanc^. 
new investment, and capital 
flight. 

In tourism. Jordan's income 
from the sector In 1989 
amounted to JD 3S0 miliUMi 
(SS2S million). The estimated 
loss resulting from the can- 
cellation of group tours and the 
scaring off of potential tourists 
could not be less than S50 
million. It is unfortunate that 
this blow.took place at a time 
when incoming tourism was 
gaining momentum. Until last 


week tiie foreca^ growth of 
touri^ arrivals ia 1^0 was 15 
per cent. Now, it will fall down 
considerably. 

Remittances from Jordanian 
e:q)atriates in 1989 reached JD 
380 million (S570 million). It 
was expected to readi $800 
miiK on in 1990 accordiog to 
projections by the Central- 
Bank' and the IMF mission. 
The incidents may cause some 
expatriates to keep their sav- 
ings abroad, and thus Jordan 
may end op with another loss 
of SSO million or so. 

As far as new investments 
are concern^, tbe private sec- 
tor has been hesitating to make 
new investments. Potential in- 
vestors opted to wait and see if 
Jordan’s economic adjustment 
programme is ^ing to work 
and whether or not tiie govern- 
ment is going to adhere to it. 
Now that the programme 
started to show better results 
than was expected, and the 
commitment of the govern- 


ment to the programme was 
established^ it was hoped that 
new investment will start to 
pick up. Now it is feared that 
the heritant investors will have 
second thoughts and new 
fetors to take into considera- 
tion. 

Finally tbe unrest must have 
a ne^tive effect on c^fel 
flight. It was noticed tiiat cafxt- 
al flight from Jordan was 
halted as of mid 1989. On the 
contrary, some private caintal 
was rgatriated after the rela- 
tive stability of the exdiange 
rate since August. It is ottiy 
reasonable to expect some 
capital flight in one hand and a 
slow down in the re torn of 
Jordanian private capital 
abroad on tlto other. 

These were the bad news.

Disastrous 
week for 
Jewish state

AVIV — It has been a 
disastrous week for Israel, one 
of the worst since tbe Pale^- 
nian nprising erupted in De- 
cember 1987. 

A beleaguered caretaker 
government feces a Rowing 
danger of tbe conflict with 
Palestinians in tbe occupied 
tenifories being international- 
tsed and spreading to 
Israel’s own Arab minority.

A chain of events mostly 
b^ond the government’s con- 
trol has left the Jewish state as 
isolated as at any time since its 
1982 invasion of. Lebanon.

Israeli shot dead seven Pal^- 
rdaiB, re4^ting widespread 
riots in wtdefa troops and Jew- 
ish settiers shot dead 16 Arabs 
and wounded nearly 900 in six 
days. 

— On May 21, violence 
spread to Israeli Arabs while 
the Arab World raged at 
Israel. 

— On May 22, the clashes 
reached the doorstep of tbe 
U.S. consulate in ^st Jeru- 
salem. Washington called on 
Israel to restrain its troops and 
implicitiy blamed the Jewish 



state for the la^ of pr o gr e ss 
towards Middle East peace. 

— On May 23, the United 
States said it would support 
sendiog a U.N. observer mis- 
sion to the occupied territories. 
Israel fiady reftised. 

— On I^y 24, the war of 
words with W aahiwgt on inten- 
sified. Uninvited Ftench and 
Soviet delegations arrived to 
study tbe sitnation in the occu- 
pied territories. 

— On May 25, Palestine 
Liberation Organisation Quiir- 
man YasscT Aiafet, seen by 
Israelis as tbeir arch-enemy, 
was addressing a qiedal ses- 
sion of the U.N. Security 
Council in Geaeva with the 
Jewish state standing virtually 
alone. 

Israel officials see each inter- 
national condemnation as 
another aefaievement for the 
PLO and the leadership of tbe 
uprising. 

Policy-makers fear tbe 
Security Council session and 
next w^’s Arab summit in 
Baghdad will give the Bpitagg 
and the PLO a further boost. 

“Each small victory gives 
them more motivation and 
staying power to continue the 
intifada (uprisiag),” said a 
senior anaiyk, wlm may not be 
identified. “This week tbe 
other side scored a lot of 
poiDts.” 

Tbe Israelis say the most 
worrying aspects are tbe 
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spread of protests against 
Israel to Jordan, and the in- 
creasing entanglement of 
Israel’s 650,000 Arab citizens. 

’’Everything that happens in 
Jordan is played bade here and 
remforces tbe Arabs in the 
West Bar^” the analyst said.

L’ambmsadp dc France ft Libreville, la capitale, a pr6cis6 qu’il ne 
s’agissait pas d’une opdiation d’dvacuatioa. La situatioa dans le pays 
reste cependant ten^ depuis Pftclatement des troubles mercredi. 
Troubles provoqufts par le d6chs dans des conditions obscures d’un 
opposant au prftsideni Bon^. 

Plnralisme. Le Paiiement polonate, r6unt jeudi eo stance pldniftre ft 
Varsovie a approuv6 Pinstanration du pluralteme et la erdation de 
partis poUtiques dans le pays. La loi, vofee par one dcrasante 
majorit6 de pailemeataires, autorise la formation de forces politiques 
sur simple dfolaration dev^ le tribunal constitutionneL EUe engage 
^almnent I’Etat ft assurer aux partis Pacchs ft la radio et ft la 
tSdviskm. 

C^nrdte. La troteiftme journde mondiale sany tabac, organisde le 
31 mai par POiganteation mondiale de la santd (OMS), sera 
piindpaleiiient orientde veis les jeunes. Selon POMS, cette action 
symbolique a pour objectif «d’aider les gouveraements, les collectivi- 
ty, les groupes et les individns ft risque ft prendre conscience du 
prteldme que pose Pusa^ du t^ac pour les enfants et de les 
encourager ft piendre des mesures q pproprides pour le combattre>». 

Ddfidt. La Crobc-Rouge fiangaise (CRF) accuse un ddfidt global de 
prds de 400 millions de frangs (quelque 71 millions de doUais) a 
ddclaid mardi ft Paris sa prdsidente, Georgina Dufoix. C^tte dernidre 
e^re cependant que «la sitiiation de la Croix-Ronge sera en 
dqnilibre» ft la fin de Paimde. Pour y parvenir, Mme Dufoix compte 
fniner de nouveaux dtablissements de la CRF et proedder ft la vente 
d’une partie du capital immobflier de I'organisation humanitaire. 

Radsme. Le tribunal de grande instance de Nanterre, prfts de Paris, 
a condautnd mercredi le prdrident du Front national (extreme 
droite), Jean-Marie le Pea, au franc symbolique pour avoir qualifid 
de «point dc d£tail» historique Pexistence des chambres ft gaz. Les 
jnges lui ont notamment reprocte d’avoir «banalted» les persdeus- 
sioos nazies. Cette dddsion intervient au moment oh Pextrdme droite 
et le rateme font fait la one de tous les ddbats politiques en France. 

lAfiversitds. Le mintetre frangais de I’Education nationale a 
prdsentd mercredi au gonveniement on plan de ddveloppement 
qtrinquennal des univerritds, induant notamment la construction de 
nouveaux locaux. Les dtabltesements existants ont en efiet une 
capadtd de 700.000 places alois que le nombre d’dtudiants atteint 
presque le double cette anode. La participation de PEtat ft ce plan a 
dtd ebiffrde ft 16 milliards de francs (2,85 milliards de 

Navette. Le lancement de la navette spatiale amdricaine Colombia, 
tranqiortant Pobservatoire astronomique “Astro”, a dtd fixd au 30 
mai par la NASA. La mission “Astro” avait dtd initialemeDt prdvue 
en 1986, mais Pexplorion de Challenger, en Janvier de cette an^-lft, 
suivie du gel des lancements, loi a valo de prendre un retard 
considdrable. L'chservatoire “Astro”, d’on prix de ISO millions de 
dollars, se compose de 4 tdlescopes d'dtude des rayonnements 
ultraviolets et des rayons X. 

L’dtat de santo de Pactrice amdricaine Elizabeth Taylor s’est 
nettement amdliord cette semaine aprds un mote et demi de lutte 
contre une pneumonie, qm a feflli lui dtre fetale. La cornddienne 
pourrait mdine quitter I’hOpital dans les prodtains jours, selon les 
mddecins de Pb^td Saint John de Santa Monica, en Californie.

^ j region, dans ce pays, que le reste. y compris cette 
g2 I correspondance. zn'apparait bien fiivoie. Je la poursuis 
ju I cepeadant par devoir, par amitid pour toi et par amour 
v£ I pour la Jordanie. 
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Je reviens de Wadi Ram. On appelle gyndriquement 
Wadi Ram (qui n'est qu'une des valldes qui le sillonnent) le 
tenitoire au sud-est de la Jordanie, parce qu'il est en 
queique serte le plus connu, et a etd, pendant des sidcles, le 
passage d'dlection des nomades qui revenaient de FAr^ie 
ou y ailaient. R ofiEre un spectacle d'une beautd majes- 
tueuse et dramatique, autant par ses montagnes de gr^s 
dans lesquelies le vent a sculptd d'dtranges formes, que par 
ses couleuTS. La grande fracture qui a sdpard la pyninsule 
arabe de P.^frique, er. erdant la depression de la mer Morte 
et ia n*:er Rouge, a contribud k le former. 

Les montagnes de la rdgion sont constitudes d*un socle 
de granit prdcambrien, surmonte par des grds cambrieos 
rouges, ot^videns gris dair et siluriens blanchycres. Les 
nonnkreuses sources, qufon y trouve, se forment fa oik I'eau, 
qui ^itre ^ travers les couches permdables de grds, 
rsricor.^’e le socle impermdable de granit, qui avec sa 
idgdrc inclinaison lui permet de sortir en plein air. 

Le botaniste trouve k Wadi Ram des essences (vrais 
fossUes vivaoCs) qui tdmoignent des changements cli^ti- 
ques advenus dans la rdgioa. Ce tenitoire, en effet, a 
connu des pdriedes d'humiditd, qui le voyait sinou couveit 
de fordts sCuement d'une savane oh se mdlait aussi une 
flore mdditerrandenne. Queiques exemplaires de eddies de 
Lyde, entr'autres. sont encore fa pour en tdmoigner. Les 
fossiles sont nombreux, mdme les trilobites, qui, avec les 
dponges, sont la plus ancienne forme de vie de la plandte. 
Ce qui nous ramdne en arridre dans le temps, entre 600 et 
SOC millions d’anndes. 

Le professeur Edoardo Boizatti von Lowenstem, te- 
sponsable du Laboratoire d’Ecologie du Quatemaire de 
Funiversitd de Florence, dtudie depuis dix-huit ans, avec la 
collaboration formd de spddalistes des diffdrentes disd- 
plines ethno-anthropo-dcologiques, oe tenitoire, qui sem- 
ble etre une vdritable encydopddie de notre plandte. n s*est 
retrouvd, en effet, face d une foule de pidws archdologi- 
ques, qui semblent montrer que les lieux oat dtd habit&, 
sans intenupdon, depuis la prdhistoire. Ce conte, vieux de 
400.(XK) ans, est assez compliqud k lire, mais U semble 
vouioir se ddvoiler. bien qu'avec beaucoup de rddeenoe, k 
ce gentilhomme menu de taiUe, aux rdflexes rapides et doat 
les yeux semblent regarder et voir loin. 

Borzatti done, s'est demandd entre autre, s’il dtait 
possible de refaire la gdndse du nomadisme. £st-il vrai qu*U 
descend, depuis le ndollthique (et comme Taffirme souvent 
la Ifttdrature anthropologiqae) des communautds agriooles 
sddentaires? Ou. au contraire, serait-U pennis de soutenir 
que I'origine des nomades remonte directement d la 
matrice culturelie qui ressemble d la leur, c'est d dire ceUe 
des andenues communautds de chasseurs paldomdsotithi- 
ques? 

Ddjd, une premidre difficulty d'interprdtation surgit avec 
le bouleversement des couches supeffidelles du terrain, 
provoqud par la violente action des agents climatiques: une 
forte drosion, une grande amplitude thermique entre le 
jour et la nuit, le sable qui s'est ddposd dans les valldes en 
une couche d'au mo ins ISO mdtres d'dpaisseur, le vent et 
Teau qui ont profonddment entaiUd les rochers et transpor- 
td pieires et sable en mdlangeant, erds souvent, des 
tdmoignages prdhistoriques d'dpoques diffdrentes. 

CbaugemeDt drastiqiie 

La recherche minutieuse mende par le groupe de 
Florence a pennis, malgrd tout, de ddeouvrir des sites 
d'une extrdme antiquitd. C'est en 1982 que Tdquipe 
paldthnologique a trouvd ua gisement Ihhique qui est, pour 
le moment, le plus ancien de Jordanie et peut-dtre aussi du 
M^en-Orient. A Batn el-Ghoul, aux oonfins de TArabie 
Saoudite, une tribu de chasseurs se rassemblait 3 y a 
quelque 400.000 ans pour fabriquer ses mrmes et se 
rdorganiser. Ils vivaient de chasse et de fruits sauvages, 
mais ils consaissaient ddjd le feu et mangeaient leur viande 
cuite. Ea ce tem^ fa. la flore dtait abondaote etpermettait 
ur.e cueiilette facile. 

Ce gisement appardent d I’dge aculden. L^ traces des 
pdriodes plus rdeentes, telles que le paldolithique moyen 
(120.000-35.000 ans) sont beaucoup plus nombreuses et 
ceiles da paidolithique supdrieur ont donny des idsultafa 
complexes et particulidrement intyressants: 3 semblerait 
que cette pdriode, qui marque la fin de I’dre terbaire, se 
soit conciue en Jordanie avec une vdritable avanoe 
rcstc du nr.onde, pour iaisser place d des cultures profoii^ 
ment ncuvelles. Ce changement drastique, en effet, n*a lieu 
en Europe qu’autour de Tan 10.000 av. J.-C., tandis^qu u se 
presence en Jordanie queiques dizaines de milliers d’aim^ 
psidravant. Des gisements, qu’on pent dater autour de 
i4/CCO-13.0CO av. J.-C., ie prouvent. 

Pour des raisons qui sont encore obscure, I dquilioie 
dco.^omique des tribus de chasseurs paldolithiques, qm 
n’avaii jamais dtd modifid, se rompt et se confonM d de 
nouveaa*; moddles socio-dconomiques de vie. 

1925, V. Gordon Childe avait souli^ Timportance de oe- 


phdiKMndDe, qu’3 avait appeld “rdvolution ndolithique”. 
Les redierches qui ont dtd ^tes depuis lors en Turquie* en 
Irak, en Syrie, en Palestine et en Jordanie, ne laiss^it plus 
aucun doute sur le fait qu'entre 9.Q(K) et 6.500 ans avant 
notre dre, on pratiquait ddjd ici ^agriculture et Tdlevage et 
que les groupes humains s'dtaient otganisds en dtablisse- 
ments stationnaires trds complexes et dverfuds. 

C'est une dtape fondament^ dans fa vie de 1*110110116, 
qui d'un r61e pa^ de chassg et de codOette passe d tin 
actif de production, avec I'agriculture et Tdlevage. Avec ce 
changement, I'boname se transfonne cultiuelfement et 
spiiituellement en passant du nomadisme d rurbanis^km, 
d la politique, an commerce, jusqu’d fa notion d'Etat, d la 
-ddoouveite dtt mdtaux, pour arriver d notre civilisarion 
modeme. 

Tous Les homines n'ont cependant pas sobi cette trans- 
formatkm. Le Professeor Bonatti von Lowenstem inter- 
prdte le fait biblique du pddid origiiiel en Faf^Uqnant d 
cede pdriode. Pw des raisons, qui ponznaient dtres 
climatiques ou de suipopufation, I'homme n’est (3os airivd 
d pourvoir aux besoins de sa famille. La femme, qni pour 
des raisons contingentes dtah moins molule qoe Ini, avait 
remarqud qu'une graine tombde dans fa terie dcMinait 
naissance d one pfante poiteuse de d’un nombie bien {rins 
grand des mdmes graines. EUe a alors tendu ce fn& d 
I'homme, en iui suggdrant de tnivailler fa tern poor 
rdsoudre ses probldmes. La plus grande paitie des bommes 
a acceptd de se plier d I'escfavage dn tiavafi et aux dangers 
que la possession amdne avec eDe. Une autie partie a 
refusd fa sddentarisatkm et oontinod sa vie nomade. Cest fa 
Bible encore qui nous parte du premier crime de I'hfatoixe, 
oommis par Cahi Tagnculteur ocmtre Abel le pasteur. i.a 
Jordanie, done, et fa ti^ie naiurelle formde par tes erdtes 
des montagnes, qui de fa mer Rouge d Palmyre en passant 
par Pdtia marqoent le diemm du Nord, est le pays oh 
depuis des teixqis iinindmoriaux tes sdefentaires et les 
nomades ont irvalisd. 

BD de Fantiqaitd 

A part les gisements prdhistoriques et les trds nom- 
breuses traces de cabanes, rhistoire des nomades et des 
sddentaires a dtd dcrite sur les rodiers de Wa<& Ifaun. Cest 
une vraie histoire qui nous est racontde, faites d’images, 
BD de rantiqnitd. Les gens, qui sont passds et qui ont vdcu 
sur Ie tenitoire, ont choisi de pcdfdienoe les ro^es de ^ds 
tendre qui, en se ddtachant du sommet des moot^ies, sont 
tombdes d leur base. Donner un chronologie de ces graffitis 
est d'une dnoime importance poor le sdientifique, qui, k 
nouveau, se heuite k de grosses difficnltds. he grds 
contient, par nature, des oxy^ de fer et de mangandse, 
qui par un mouvement migratoire anivent k fa surface du 
roc et lui donnent sa coloration. Quand on grave fa piecre, 
3 en rdsulte un signe dair, comme si on avait (tessind 
une ctaie. Ce siUon sera envahi, d son tour par les oxydes, 
qiu lui donneront une patine sembfable d ceUe du rocher, II 
semblerait done fadte de Feoonnaltre I'dge des graffitis k 
rintenritd de leur patine. 

Mais la diose est bien plus oompliqude. Les trots 
tedunques employdes pour graver fa pterte laissent toutes, 
d diffdrents degids, de 1a poudre provoqude par le broyage 
des cristaux de grds, oe qui empdche en quelque mesure le 
contact des oxy^ avec les i^nts thermiques et retarde ou 
empddie la formatiou de fa patine. D faut en plus prendre 
en oonsiddration I’exposition de fa piene d fa himidre, d 
Tombre, au vent, qui pourrait fa b^barder de sable, sa 
density ou sa co m po siti on en couches de natures dif- 
fdrentes. 

Cest un casse-tdte, qui, pour dtre rdsolu, rdefame 
beaucoup d’effort, de patience et de prudence. Certains 
dldments peuvent aider, tout de mdine, d poser une limite 
marimnm aux faits illnstrds: one automoMe ne peat dtre 
antdrieure au XXdme sidde et un fris3 au XVIIdme. L'aic, 
avec certaines caiactdristiques, Ie dromadaire et le efae^ 
imposent dgalement des limites de datation. NatureUe- 
ment, beaucoiqi de reprdsentations et de signes gravds 
restent inexplicabtes. Pour le moment. 

Autre ddwuverte intdiessante: fa *'carte" du territmie. 
En 1978, les Bddouins de Disi ont montrd d Borzatti one 
pierre gravde de 2,80 x 1,70 mdtres, presqu’horizontale, 
pFOtdgte par une caveme artifidelle rd^tant d'un dboule- 
ment de 1a montagne. EUe est sOloimde de traits gravds et 
de coupeUes pea profondes, qui ont un diamytre oompris 
entre 1,3 et 4,5 an. Qne pouvait-eUe bien signifier? Un 
jeu? Un autel? Un moyen pour oontrdler le paiement des 
taxes? Aucune des eEq>licatioiis ne semblah satisfrusante. 
Une idde, qui s'est prd^ntde immddfatement au Profes s eur 
Borzatti, a pris de plus en plus de consistance: cette pierre 
dtah nne reprdsentation du territoire. L'dtat actuel 
redierches semble confirmer cette hypothdse. Des 
oot^Ues, 78 correq>ondent d des gisements dndolitfaiqnes, 
•que Borzatti a pu ddjd ooutrOler sur le terrain. Les sillons 
oorre^ndent assez fiddlement aux wadi et indiqaenuent 
fa possibility d’y transiter. 

VbiZd poor aujourtTbai. Sans doute fai-je assommSe 
avec des mots savants et pseudo-savants, mais pouvais-je 
fake autrement pour te fake paityger Vadakathn que 
ydprouve pour la personne et les travaux de Boizatd? Vide!

Women count, but are not counted 


LONDON — U life is ton^i for 
wmnen in developed countries, it 
is tongber in the Third World. 
Tbe Hnman Development Re- 
port pnbliriied for UNDP shows 
that Third World women get less 
of everything — except suffering. 

Female diSdren in dereloping 
conntries get less food, lessbealtii 
care and less edneatkm. In some 
countries, more hatwes (fie 
before their fifth birthday rh*" 
boys. Adult women get less 
edition, less professional train- 
ing and less pay even when tbty 
work longer hours than men. In 
some societies women have few 
or DO property rights. 

"Many countries are obrionsty 
ignoring tbe high social dividends 
of investing in woinen,” observes 
MabbubUl Haq, Special Adviser 
to UNDP A(lininistrator William 
H. Draper, and prindpal author 
of the Ftyort He points out that 
higher female litraty resolto in 
lower infant mortality, better 
family nntrition, redo^ fertility 
and lower population growth. 
The report cites Bangladesh, 
where children of Illiterate 


mothers face five tunes higher 
child mortality than those of 
mothra with at least seven years 
of schoKdiiig. 

Nothing illnstrates the magni- 
tude of female deprivation more 
than statistics for maternal mor- 
tality. Tbe risk of death for an 
expectant mother in some de- 
velofMi^ countries is fi^ times 
that m industrialised nations. 
“No other North-South gap in 
h nman development is'wider dian 
that between maternal mortality 
rates,T says tbe report, describing 
it as “a tymbol of the nqglect of 
women’s health in the Third 
World.” 

Ifigh mortality rates have de- 
vastating social consequences. 
Maternal mortality rates were 
1,000 or more per 100,000 Kve 
Urths in Somalia,~Bhntan, Obaiia 
and Congo, and were over 400 
per 100,000 in 14 more countries. 
Most of these countries have h^ 
infant mortality rates as well. 

Neglect of women’s well being 
takes many forms and starts ear- 
ly, says tbe report. Female chil- 
di^ are fed pcxirly, clothed 


cheaply and often not sent to 
school nor taken to tbe doctor. 
Families in Intfia’s raral Punjab 
sp«Bd more than twice as much 
on foe medical care <k male in- 
fants as on that of female Infants. 
And spending on clothing there is 
40 per cent higher for boys than 
for ghis. 

Discrimination against women 
is reinfoxced in edneation. Even 
men Bring in rural areas have 
better Bteraty levels tiian the 
overall Bteracy rate for urban 
women. The female literacy rate 
for the developing world as a 
sriiole is now three-quarters that 
of the male.' “The ^p has nar- 
rowed slightly in the last three 
decades, but much -progress re- 
mains to be made,” the report 
says. 

There still are 17 developing 
countries where twice as many 
boys attend seconefary school as 
girls. In 15* conntries, female 
primary school enrelment is less 
than two-thirds that of males. 

The true extent of discrimina- 
tion against women is not re- 


vealed by official statistics. Much 
of Che work that women do re- 
mains “invisible” in national 
accounting and censuses. Women 
typically work about 25 per cent 
longer hours than men. Much of 
thefa* work — indnding house- 
hold work and growing subsist- 
enoe cr o ps — is unpaid. But 
women's remuneration is less 
even when they are paid because 
of lower rates and because they 
usually wind up in low paid jobs 
sudi as agriculture and infonnal 
sectors. 

Tbe report for tbe first time 
calculates separate human de- 
velopment indices for males and 
females. Tbe results are devastat- 
ing. Even in those developing 
countries wbidi have achieved 
high human development levels, 
gender discriminatioa is very pro- 
nounced. 

The report recommends that 
more investment be made in 
women as an integral part of the 
human development strategies 
for the 1990s — UNDP jness 
Release.

Polish rail strike eases 
ahead of local elections 


WARSAW (Agencies) — A 
week-old rail sti^e sbov^ signs 
of eseiiig as workers imbkxked 
key lines and sent negotiators to 
Warsaw Saturday on the eye of 
landmark local elections.

Prime Minister Tadeusz Mazo- 
wiecki said Friday that it 
tiireatened Poland's still fra gile 
democracy, and that meeting the 
strikers’ pay demands would be 
suicidal for the economy. 

Strikers freed passenger traffic 
via the Baltic port of fldy nia and 
unblocked the central junctions 
of Bydgoszdz and Torun late Fri- 
day, and hunger strikers ended 
tbdr fest in ^ coastal dty of. 


Slupsk, where the prote ste began. 

But the strikers cootioned to 
top freight enterii^ and leaving 
all Polish ports. Rail officials 
have said tile strike is Intting 
exports of ' cbaT. the coontiy’s^ 
main foreign cunenqr earner and.

export revenue. 

A taDway spokesman, quoted 
by the <^dal PAP news ageacy, 
s^ 72 passenger trains were 
cancelled Saturday, compared 
with about 80 Friday.

Ivory Coast, deep In debt, 
gives in to wage demands

ABIDJAN — Ivoiy Coast, 
wtdeb last month suspended an 
austerity programme that 
would have slariied wages, 
seems caught in a qnral of pay 
demands making it more diffi- 
cult to make ends meet. 

The government of Prea- 
deot Felb Houjriionet-Boi^iy, 
unable to repay its $14-bilfion 
foreign debt, appears ready to 
satisfy tbe wage demands of 
mflitary recruits and police to 
buy labour peace. 

Bankers don't know where 
the cash wil] come from and 
diplomats tiiink a bad prece- 
dent is bdng set. 

“Where will tbe money 
come from — that is the ques- 
tion everyone is-asking,” one 
Western banker said. “So far 
these are merely promises to 
pay... but be (Houpbouet- 
Boi^y) hasn't ^ any more 
money." 

The troubled West African 
cocoa-growing state, its eco- 
nOTiy punctured by low worid 
cocoa prices, has agreed to pay 
demands of striking milifruy 
recruits, says it is studying 
siniilar frcmi police 

and could face more strikes 
from dockeni, electrical woik- 
ers and customs agents, among 
others. 

“The forestry workers, the 
customs wtHkto, tbe electric 
company — t^’re all gcring to 
do it," a diftioi^ said.

IMF defreezes aid to Argentina 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tbe 
bitemational Monet^ Fond

World Bank, U.S. head for 
collision over China loans 


WASHINGTON (Agendes) — 
Hie United States looks beaded 
for a confrontation with tbe 
World Bank over the organisa- 
tion's {rians to resume full-scale 
lending to China, aocordmg to 
bank sources. 

“So far, neither side is backing 
down," one source said. 

The World Bank has put for-

Largely at foe iosisteiice of the 
United States, it has restricted its 
lending to China since then to 
crefots which meet baac human 
needs. 

Washington has said that it can 
support one of tbe two loans 
beSore the board next week — a 
$300 million credit for tree plant- 
ing to combat deforestation — 
. its meets basic human 

needs. 

But the United States is 
opposed to the other loan — a 
' ISO million c re d i t to upgrade 
roads and iniand waterways in 
Jiangsu province — bemuse 
Washington does not think it 
meets foe bade boman needs of 
tile Quiiese people. 

“We do not beGeve that the 
JiangSB piovincial ttanspoR loans

Department spokesman said. 

The United States does not 
have enongh votes on its own to 
veto the lom, but could block the 
credit if it gains support from 
otiier rich nations in to Group of 
Seven (G-7) — Britain, Canada, 
France, Italy, Japan and West 
Germany.

Yeltsin garnered 503 votes, 28 
short of die majority of the 1,060 
deputies he needed. His rival. 
Communist Party functionary

Wth neither candidate elected, 
the Russian Congress of People's 
Deputies, parliament, must 
reopen nominations. 

Deputies say Yeltsin may run 
again, or a new compromise 
candi^te with better chances of 
winning a majority may snrface. 

Yeltsin’s demands for faster 
reform led to a clash with Soviet 
Preddent Mikhail Gorbachev, 
but he has made a strong polfticaT 


comeback and has the backing of 
millions of Muscovites. 

Tbe candidate back^ by Gor- 
bachev, Rnsaan Premier Alexan- 
der Vlasov, withdrew from tbe 
race Friday after it became dear 
be lacked Yeltsin’s popularity. 

During his campaign, Yeltsin 
angered Gorbachev with calls for 
sovereignty for the Russian Re- 
public, which indudes Moscow, 
the seat of national leadership. 

Gorbachev accused Yeltsin 
Wednesday of being anti-Sodalist 
anri said his plans for Russian 
autonomy would mean ’’the 
breakup of the Soviet Union." 

Yeltsin pledged Friday that if 


Yeltsin was deposed as Mos- 
cow party chief after blasting 
Gorbadiev for the dow pace of 
tile Kremlin’s reforms, but bis 
popularity among Muscorites was 
proven when be won election to 
the national parliament by a land- 
slide. 

He also is a member of the 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee. 

Witii his bass voice booming 
tiirongfa tile hall of the great 
Kremlin Palace, Yeltsin Friday 
described for the congress his 
{rtans to promote Russian 
sovereignty, open a market eco- 
nomy, increase housti^ and flood 
stores with consumer goods.

Squabble over Quebec throws 


Canadian government into crisis 


— Tiuec pio- 
vindai leaders have thrown Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney’s gov- 
ernment into crisis and provoked 
new fears of French-speaking 
Quebec's secession. 

Mnlroney was spending the 
weekend in intense one-on-one 
conferences with the prorincial 
preoiiers, hoping to find a com- 
promise ' and salvage what is 
known as the Meecfa Lake Agree- 
ment before a June 23 deaiffine. 

Quebec refused to sign Cana- 
da’s 1982 constitution. A prop- 
osed amendment oontaining fiv« 
major points esseutiai in 
Quebec’s eyes was agreed to and 
signed by Muironey and all 10 
premieTs at Meecfa Lake, near 
Ottawa, in 1987. They set a three- 
year deadline for ratification by 
all provindal legislatures. 

The governments changed in 
three provinces, and the new 


pi*enucTs — C^yde WelL of New- 
fouDcOaiid, Ga^ Filmon of Man- 
itoba and Frank McKenna of 
New Brunswick — balked at the 
Meech Lake Agreement. 

Of the five points, the most 
troublesome for many opponents 
— and viitnaDy the <^y one the 
public remembers — would de- 
fine Quebec as a "distinct socie- 
ty" frrun tile rest of Canada. 

Quebec has been carefnl to 
make no threatening noises, but 
Premier Robert Bonrassa has re- 
peat^ that while he is srilling to 
consider frnther discussion later 
on the concerns of the dissenting 
provinces, Quebec will accept no 
changes whatever to tbe agree- 
ment signed tiiree years ago. 

*T have this terribfe feeling that 
we’re capable of blowing this," 
said Altefta Premier Donald 
Getty, a strong Meecfa backer, 
after his meeting with Mnlrmey.

North Korea calls for sharing 
single seat with South in U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
North Korea's ambassador said 
Friday tiiat the two Korean states 
should be^ early talks on joint 
membership in the United Na- 
tions and sharing a angle seat 
with rotating responsibilities. 

“Our new position by Presi- 
dent Kim D Sung is realistic and 
practical and based upon the 
rJianging world atiiation, whidi 
includes forthcoming German 
reunification and the union of the 
two Yemeni states,'’ said Ambas- 
sador Pak Gil Yon, the perma- 
nent observer of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. 

It was the secemd straight day 
in which tiie government of Pyon- 
gyang promoted the proposal for 
a sixigle U.N. seat b^re reuni- 
ficatim. 

PresideDt Kim said in a speech 
Thursday that the two Korean 
states should join the world bociy 
before reunification of the di- 
vided Korean peninsula, not 


afterward — the previous posi- 
tion. 

South Korea has not officially 
recoded, but Asian diplomats 
said privately that the North Ko- 
rean proposal was unrealistic and 
without precedent. 

They smd it was difficult to 
imagine how a Communist and 
non-Communist state with radi- 
cally different systems could 
cooperate on foreign policy ques- 
tions in the IS^nation worid 
body. 

Both Korean states currently 
hold non- voting observer status 
in the 160-nation body. 

"If the Nortii and South are to 
join the U.N. before Korea’s 
reunification is achieved," Presi- 
dent Kim said, "tiiey must not 
bold two separate seats, but enter 
it jointly as one member m favour 
of the reunification cause." 

South Korea has opened a 
campaign for single, early mem- 
bership of the Seoul government. 


unless both Korean states enter 
separately and simultaneously. 
Nortii Korea rejects those formu- 
las, saymg they would perpetuate 
tbe diririoD of the peimiirala. 


"We beHeve that joint mem- 
bership should be considered in 
the interests of tbe Korean nation 
as a whole, and to avoid the 
continuation of division,” 
Ambassador Pak said in an inter- 
view with tbe Associated Press. 


“Our proposal is possible, if 
South Korea has the sincere will 
to solve our oationai problem," 
be said, adding that support frm 
the United States, South Korea's 
main ally, also was important. 

Early joint membersl^ with a 
sin^e seat, he said, would hasten 
the process of reumfication. 

"We are most ea^r to discuss 
this in a Korean dialogue," 
Ambassador Pak said, “and we 
have no problem with a dialogue 
at all, at any time."

BOGOTA (R) — Colomlrians 
were under si^e from car bombs 
on tbe eve of Sunday's preaden- 
tid eiectiems which will pass a 
verdict on the government's 
bloody nine-month-old con- 
frontation with cocaine cartels. 

A car containing 30 kilogram- 
mes of explosives Mew up in a 
residential area of the capital, 
Bogota, on Friday night, injuring 
at least five pet^le in tbe fourth 
urban bombiiig in three days. 

The blast destroyed three 
houses, damaged dozens mcHe ■ 
and brought down power cables 
in the Las Villas suburb, witnes- 
ses saidL 

Three bombs have eiqrioded in 
the eocame csqrita] Medelfo, 250 
kilometres northwest of Bogota, 
since Wednesday. I'^ne purple 


were killed when a car bomb blew 
op outside a luxury hotel in the 
dty Thursday. 

Local aoeborities imposed a 10 
p.m. to 4 a.m. curfew in Mcdellm 
Friday night in a bid to stop the 
bombings. 

Tbe bombers manag^ to get 
through despite an intensive 
security (^ration known as the 
“Democracy Plan" wbicb tbe 
government has implemented to 
ensure people can vote safely. 

Police say tiie drag baimis, in 
rtMwr war on tbe state, have step- 
ped up the bombing campaign to 
intimidate voters. 

Thousands of police and sol- 
dien were patrolling trig dtia, 
Stopping v^ides and seaichmg 
them. Police anested hundreds of 
suspects in raids in Bogota.

Bush signs C. American aid bill 


KENNEBUNKFORT, Maine 
(AP) — President Gecnge Bush 
has begun a pre’sunniiit vacation 
by signing into law an aid padcage 
fiw Panama and Nkaragoa. 

The measnre provides S 420 
million for Panama, whidi b ren 
building after U.S. econcwaic 
sanctions and an invasion last 
December to topple Manuel 
Antonio Noriega from power. 

lIBcanigua’s new governnient, 
led by U.S.-backed Preadent 
Violeta Chamorro, will receive 
$300 nrillkni. Chamorro b seek- 
ing to revive I^ficaragua’s eco- 
nomy after 11 years of leftist 
SaiKfinista rule, chol war and U.S 
sanctions. 

Overall, the ^lending measure 
provides $414 bfllion in domestic 
^pending and foreign assbtanoe. 
The admiiifstntioa’s committ- 
ment to sending aid to P anama 
and Nicaragua Bush to accept 
spending provisions for tbe pet 
domestic projects of some law^ 
makers. 

The measure was flown to 
Bush's seaside Maine compound
